EDITORIAL 


LETTING DOWN THE BARS. 


We have been interested and some- 


what concerned in the solicitation on 
the part of some druggists for the 
lowering of standards in- licensure. 


Everyone knows the standards are al- 
ready too low. How will it conserve 
the public ‘interest to allow badly 
trained and utterly incompetent per- 
sons to be licensed? It would be an 
insult to those who are competent, 
and who have been licensed by fair 
and reasonable educational standards. 


We hope our State Board will not 
be influenced by solicitation of any 
kind, which will make the standards 
for licensure any lower. An incom- 
petent or ignorant person in a pre- 
scription pharmacy is a menace to the 
community in which he lives. 


If the worst comes to the worst, 
one competent and licensed man in 
the average pharmacy could handle 
all of the important prescription work, 
and the rest of the work may be en- 
trusted to ordinarily intelligent, ca- 
pable salesmen or women. Under no 
condition should the State Board be 
stampeded to issue licenses to im- 
properly qualified persons. This would 
be going backward instead of for- 
ward, and cannot possibly conserve 
the public good. 


WOMEN AND PHARMACY. 


For many years women in small 
numbers have been gradually work- 
ing into this honorable calling. Un- 
til recently, however, competition 
with their brothers has been so keen 
that they were largely excluded from 
the actual retail trade. This, we take, 
was largely due to the fact that the 
men were able to stand longer hours 
and severely confining work. The 
women during this period were 
largely concerned with work in pri- 
vate dispensaries, hospitals and manu- 
facturing concerns. ‘This picture has 
now materially changed. Retailers 


are now glad and very. anxious to ob-. 


tain competent women. Working 
conditions are now far more con- 
genial, and the hours are within 
reason. 

The wages in this line of work are 
much better than in other lines of 
similar nature. The work is not 
heavy. It requires accuracy, neat- 
ness, cleanliness faithfulness. 
The average trained woman can com- 
ply with’ all of these readily. 

‘We need women in Pharmacy to- 
day because of the vast call for young 
men in the military service. It is 
work peculiarly adapted to women, 
and we should make every endeavor 
to encourage as many as possible to 
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go to school and take up this new 
line of work. The public needs in 
pharmaceutical lines may safely be 
entrusted to capable women. 


QUESTIONABLE SCHEMES. 


This is-the time of the year when 
the pharmacists are frequently ap- 
proached by the suave, oily-tongued 
scheming advertiser, who has a car- 
load of prizes to give away. He guar- 
antees (?) enormous increase in busi- 
ness; gets out all the advertising junk; 
directs the crowd into your store ex- 
clusively; promises much and _ gives 
little. One thing which he does usually 
do is to get the unsuspecting phar- 
macist’s note, and to cash it for all he 
can at some nearby bank. The phar- 
macist soon realizes that he has been 
duped, the result being that he seeks 
an expensive array of lawyers to save 
himself from bankruptcy. 

An interesting decision relative to 
these schemes was recently rendered by 
the North Carolina Supreme Court. It 
was held that the plan constituted a 
lottery, and was, therefore, illegal. It 
was further held that the contract was 
void because it so tainted the bond with 


illegality as to release the surety from 


any liability thereon. In short, fraudu- 
lent intent was so evident as to nullify 
the whole agreement. 

_ We trust that if any of our readers 
are so foolish as to enter any of these 
contracts, they will determine their full 
legal rights before being held up by 
smooth-tongued rascals. 


SEIZED NARCOTICS. 


A bill, H. R. 9830, has been favor- 
ably reported, giving the Government 
authority to make use of opium, coca 
leaves, their salts and derivatives as 
well as other drugs seized in the en- 
forcements of laws. Heretofore only 
smoking opium seized by the Govern- 
ment could be sold. The new bill will 
permit the Government to make use of 
over one hundred thousand dollars 
worth of opium and cocain. Hereafter 


narcotics, seized by the Government in 
violation of law, will be turned over 
promptly to the proper Federal authori- 
ties for medicinal and scientific use. 

Strange as it may seem, in years gone 
by, many thousands of dollars’ worth of 
valuable material has been thrown away 
and destroyed when it might have been 
saved and made use of in some legiti- 
mate way. It is, of course, only a step 
in the right direction for conservation 
of valuable materials of all kinds. Fur- 
thermore, Uncle Sam is only setting a 
good example in saving materials of 
usefulness,

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COSMETICS.

The origin of our word cosmetic is 
from two Greek words meaning odor 
or ornament. As we understand the 
word, it means anything improving 
beauty, particularly the beauty.of the 
complexion, and external application. 

As we.-can see from the definition 
of the word a report on cosmetics 
covers a broad field of inquiry and 
their uses have been customary since 
the very beginning of civilization. The 
present report deals almost exclusively 
with the present day powders and 
their contaminations. 

A short history of the first uses of 
cosmetics, their source, preparations 
and uses may be interesting. The 
most ancient and authentic history is 
to be found in the Old Testament 
records. 

Odors or perfumes are used in al- 
most every cosmetic and as we can 
all realize that sounds and _ scents 
share alike the factuality of refreshing 
the memory and recalling vividly be- 
fore us scenes of our past life as a 
verse from Thomas Moore’s Lalla 
Dookh so adaptly illustrates: 

“The young Arab, haunted by the 
smell 

Of her own mountain bi as by 
a spell, 


-The sweet Elcaya, and that courteous 


tree, 

Which bows tto all who seek its 
canopy, 

Sees called up sileiad her by those 
magic scents, 

The wells, the camels, and her father’s 
tents, 

Sighs for the home she left with little 
pain, 

And wishes e’en its sorrows back 
again.” 

The book of Cohests does not men- 

tion the word incense, yet we find 

that 'Noah coming from the ark, of- 

fered a_ sacrifice of burnt offerings 

composed of every clean beast and 


every clean fowl, we find this quota- 


tion: “And the Lord smelled a sweet 


savor,” leading us to believe that per- 
fumes were brought into use by our 
earliest forefathers. 

The first authentic data of their 
uses has been found in the excavating 
of the early Egyptian pyramids, pal- 
aces and tombs, long before we had 
any literature to turn to for reference. 

Seemingly the higher the civiliza- 
tion, the more lavish and costly the 
cosmetic, including unguents, both 
liquid and solid, dyes' for eyebrow, 
eyelashes and hair, powder and paint 
for the face, and dye for the nails 
and finger tips. 

In the excavating in Egypt we find 
that great importance was attached 
to the expeditions in quest of the 
woods and barks used to manufacture 
perfumes. We find monuments left 
as records of these expeditions; one 
was cut by an Egyptian nobleman, 
Hanum, which states he was sent by 
Pharaoh Sankara 2500 B. C. to the 
Holy Land of Punt (now known as 
Arabia), to bring back odoriferous 
cums. 

From the Post- graduate Laboratory, 
California College of Pharmacy, an- 
other monument is a record of an ex- 
pedition undertaken by the command 
of Queen Hasop 1600 B. C. to the 
same region. 

Ancient Egypt used various sub- 
stances for incense. In the worship 
of their sun god Ra, at sunrise, resin 


was used, at mid-day myrrh, and at 


night a confection composed of sixteen 
ingredients including resin, myrrh, 
wine, honey and sweet calamus, 
styrax, etc. According to Plutarch the 
belief in*the magical equation 4x4 as 
well as the belief that the sweet odors 
had a benign physiological effect on 


those who offered it. The smut or 


smeeth from burning this incense 


mixed with the waters from the wells 


of Zem-Zem was called kohl and was 
used to paint the languishing Egyp- 
tian ladies’ eyebrows and lashes. We 
have every reason to believe that the 
Egyptians were well advanced in the 
apothecary’s art if we can judge from 
a toilet case found in a Theban lady’s 
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home. The perfumes and cosmetics 
resorted to by an Egyptian beauty of 
that period to heighten the effect of 
her charms were as numerous, if not 
as elegant as those used by a modern 
votary of fashion, if we may judge by 
recent excavations. They have found 
a goodly array of bottles and jars 
containing scented oils and creams; 
they also used a white paint, a black 
powder called kohl, made from anti- 
mony, which applied to the pupils of 
the eyes increased their brilliancy and 
made them appear larger, a custom 
still in use throughout the East. The 
toilet accessories found in the tombs 
were in curious shaped jars and vases, 
thought by some to be of Chinese 
origin. 

The ancient Egyptian belles em- 
ployed the leaves of the henna for 
staining their fingers and palms of 
the hands, a practice supposed by 
some to have given rise to the Greek 
metaphor “rosy-fingered Aurora.” 

The taste for cosmetics went on in- 
creasing in Egypt until the time of 
Cleopatra, when it may be said to 
have reached its climax. From recent 
research we have every reason to be- 
lieve that Cleopatra was not the 
magnificently beautiful creature that 
stories and myths would lead us to 
believe, but a woman _ personality. 
This luxurious lady made a lavish use 
of every cosmetic known to the art, 
and it was one of the means of attrac- 
tion she brought into play at her first 
meeting with Mark Antony on the 
banks of the Cydnus, so vividly pic- 
tured by Plutarch’s original recital 
and copied almost word for word by 
Shakespeare. 

As we pass along in chronological 
order of the uses of cosmetics among 
the ancients we will consider the 
Jews. Although the Jews are a most 
ancient people, yet while the Egyptians 
had reached a high degree of civiliza- 
tion, the Jews were a simple, pastoral 
nation until taken into captivity. The 
Jewish women are mostly endowed 
with great physical beauty, a gift 


which they have preserved to this 


time, the work of ages, 
changes of climes, and unnumbered 
hardships to which they have been 
submitted. 

Not contented with their natural 
personal charms, we find them trying 
to enhance themselves with all man- 
ner of cosmetics, perfume, and oint- 
ments, especially the Egyptian kohl 
already mentioned. In II Kings IX 
30th verse we read where Jezebel 
painted her face but by those who 
are authority on Biblical translation, 
think that it was the kohl used in- 
stead of paint, when she was expect- 
ing Jehu. 

Josephus relates that in grand cere- 
monies King Solomon was preceded 
by forty pages, all scions of noble 
families, wearing their hair profusely 
powdered with gold dust, which glit- 
tering in the sun’s rays had a most 
brilliant effect. 

In unearthing the ruins in the Val- 
ley of the Euphrates we find evidence 
of the Assyrians, a luxuriant and re- 
fined nation, using many perfumes 
and cosmetics. We find where the 
last monarch, Sardanapalus, according 
to one account painted and dressed 
like his women, and when driven to 
the last extremity by the rapid ad- 
vance of the conqueror, he chose a 
death worthy of an Eastern voluptuary 
by causing a pile of fragrant woods 
to be lighted and placing himself on 
it, with his wives and treasures, was 
suffocated by aromatic smoke. Duris 
and other historians give another ver- 
sion of his death. They say that 
Arbaces, one of his generals, having 
gone to visit Sardanapalus, found him 
painted with vermilion and clad in 
female garb. He was in the act of 
penciling his eyebrows when Arbaces 
entered. The general was so indignant 
at the effeminacy of the monarch that 
he stabbed him. 

We can. well understand that an- 
cients who were capable of erecting 
the celebrated hanging gardens were 
much given to the use of cosmetics 
and perfumes. Stibium, a preparation 
of antimony, similar to the Egyptian 
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kohl, was applied to the lids and cor- 
ners of eyes to make them appear 
larger and more brilliant. They used, 
besides white and red paint for the 
face, and also rubbed their skin with 
pumice stone to make it smooth. 
During the early period Rome, con- 
tinually at war with neighbors, knew 
but little of the luxuries of civiliza- 
tion. Romans cared naught for any- 
thing that softened or modified cruel 


or hardened tendencies. As they ex- | 


tended their conquests towards the 
south they gradually adopted the man- 
ner of the country they conquered and 
were initiated into all the refinements 
of luxury. It reached such demoraliz- 
ing effect we find that 565 A. D. the 
consuls, Licinus Crassus and Julius 
Caesar, published a law forbidding the 
use of all “exotics” or toilet acces- 
sories. As in the case of Solon’s edict 
in Athens it was no better observed. 

As we are almost entirely dependent 
on literature for the prevailing cus-) 
toms and habits of our ancient civili- 
zation, here are a couple of extracts 
taken from Martial’s writing, a witty 
critic and satirist belonging to the 
court: 

This was addressed to Polla, an old 
coquette who sought by artifice to 
conceal the ravage of time by artificial 
means, 

“Leave off thy paint, perfume and 
youthful dress, 
And nature’s failing honestly confess. 
Double we see those faults which art 
would mend, 
Plain downright ugliness would less 
offend.” 

Again we find another quotation 
from the same source showing us that 
not only the female tried to adorn her 
person by artificial means but also the 
beau of the times: 

A beau is one who with the nicest 
care 

In parted locks divides his curling 
hair; 

One who with balm and cinnamon 
smells sweet, 

Whose humming lips: some Spanish 
air repeat; 


Whose naked arms are smoothed with 
pumice stone 

And tossed about with graces all his 
own. 

Besides using liquid essences and 
ointments the Roman had any number 
of cosmetics, as the mute testimony 
of the rooms in the Thermal bath in- 
dicates. Pliny in his “Natural His- 
tory” gives a description of some of 
these preparations, which consisted of 
rea-flour, barley meal, eggs, wine lees, 
hartshorn, bulbs of narcissus and 
honey; others of corn-flour, or crumbs 
of bread soaked in milk. These seemed 
to have been made into a poultice 
and kept on all night, and in fact often 
only removed upon going out. In 
Juvenal satires VI, he tells us that a 
Roman husband of his time seldom 
sees his wife’s face at home but when 
she appears in public— 

The eclipse then vanishes and all her 
face 

Is opened and restored to every grace, 

The crust removed, her cheeks as 
smooth as silk 

Are polished with a wash of asses’ 
milk, 

And should she to the north be sent 

A train of these attend her banish- 
ment. 

The last line of this satire alludes 
to Poppaea, wife of Nero, who used to 
bathe in asses’ milk each day, and 
when she was exiled from Rome, re- 
ceived permission to take with her 
fifty asses to allow her to continue 
her favorite remedy. 

Ovid wrote a book on cosmetics, but 
only a fragment has come down to us. 
I will quote one or two formuias so 
that those who are curious to test 
the virtues of ancient beauty secrets 
may indulge: Take from its husk the 
barley brought by our vessels from 
Libyan: fields. Take two pounds of 
this barley, with an equal quantity of 
bean flour, and mix with them ten 
eggs. When thees ingredients have 
been dried in the air, have them 
ground and add the sixth part of a 
pound of hartshorn. When the whole 
has been reduced to a fine powder, 
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pass. it through a sieve and complete 


the preparation with twelve narcissus 


bulbs pounded in a mortar, two ounces 
of gum, as much of Tuscan see, and 
eighteen ounces of honey. Every 
woman who spreads this paste on her 
face will render it smoother and 
fairer. Another for removing blotches 
and freckles, showing that our Roman 
sisters felt the same 2000 years ago as 
our modern sisters: The recipe calls 
for a mixture of roasted lupines, beans, 
white lead, red nitre, and orris root, 
made into a confection of honey. 
Frankincense was also considered an 
excellent cosmetic, mixed with nitre, 
fennel, myrrh, rose leaves and sal am- 
moniac. Besides the Roman’s psilot- 
rum, a sort of a depilatory, white lead 
for the face, fucus, a rouge for the 
cheeks, Egyptian kohl for the eyes, 
barley flour kneaded with fresh butter 
to cure pimples, calcined pumice-stone 
to whiten the teeth and various hair 
dyes were advocated. The most curi- 
ous formula was for turning the hair 
black, being. prepared from _ leeches 
which were left to petrify for sixty 
days in an earthen vessel with wine 
and vinegar. Blonde hair was very 
rare among the Romans and there- 
fore very desirable. To accomplish 
this result a kind of a soap, imported 
from Gaul or Germany, was used. It 
was composed of goat’s fat and ashes. 
This soap must have contained a very 
strong alkali as one of the satirists 
mention women destroying their nat- 
ural hair and having to resort to wigs. 
This was probably what had been 
done by the lady referred to by 
Martial : | 
The golden hair that Galla wears 
Is hers; who would have thought it? 
She swears it’s hers, and true she 
swears, 
For I know where she bought it. 
Shortly after the fall of the Roman 
Empire the savage tribes of barbar- 
ians overran Europe, destroying civili- 
zation that they were unable to ap- 
preciate, and at last the Crescent suc- 
ceeded in replacing the Cross on the 
domes of Constantinople. The Arabs 


were nearly as polished as the con- 
quered nations, and to them we are 
indebted for many valuable discov- 
eries in the field of knowledge. They 
make the connecting link between 
ancient and. modern civilization. Avi- 
cenna, an Arabian doctor in the tenth 
century, was the first to study and 
apply the principles of chemistry. It 
will be perhaps interesting to know 
that Avicenna was the first to extract 
the aromatic and medicinal properties 
of plants by distillation. The Orientals 
have always been partial to the rose 
and it was on the species, Rosa cen- 
tifola, that Avicenna did his first work. 
The taste for cosmetics and perfumes 
have nowise decreased among modern 
Orientals. In fact it is increasing, as 
the sole aim of their existence is to 


please their lords and masters. The 


duties of the toilet are their principal 
and favorite occupation. 

Sonnini in his Travels in Upper and 
Lower Egypt (p. 180) says there is 
no part of the world where the women 


pay a more rigid attention to cleanli- 


ness than in the Oriental countries. 
In fact nothing is omitted which will 
preserve their charm. Nowhere in the 
world can the women assist nature in 


arresting the ravages of time as in 


the Oriental countries. A few of the 
recipes may be amusing if not useful. 


The eyebrow paint used very exten- 


sively is made in an entirely different 
method. They remove the inside of 
the lemon; fill it up with plumbago 
and burnt copper, and place it on the 
fire until it becomes carbonized; then 
they pound it in a mortar, adding 
coral, sandal wood, pearls, ambergris, 
and the wing of a bat, the whole hav- 
ing been previously burnt to a cinder 
and moistened while hot with rose- 
water. 

A complexion powder called batikla, 


which is used in all the harems for 


whitening the skin, is made in the fol- 
lowing manner: Pound in a mortar 
some cowrie shells, borax, rice, white 
marble, tomato, lemons, eggs, and 
helbas. Mix them with meal of beans, 
chick-peas, and lentils and: place the 
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whole inside a melon, mixing with it 
its pulp and seeds. It is now exposed 
to the sun until desiccated, and re- 
duced to a fine powder. A hair dye 
is no less curious. It is composed of 
nut galls fried in oil and rolled in salt, 


to which is added cloves, burnt cop- 


per, miniune, aromatic herbs, pome- 
granate flowers, gum arabic, litharge, 
and henna. The whole of these ingre- 
dients are pulverized and diluted in 
the oil used for frying the nuts. This 
gives a jet-black color. Henna is used 
to impart the lighter shades. The 
Orientals also use an almond paste, 
called hemsia, a substitute for soap; 
a tooth powder called souek, made 
from the bark of a walnut tree; a 
depilatory called “termentina” thick- 
ened turpentine, and last a perfectly 
white cream composed of jasmine 
pomade and benzoin. 

In India we find one very curious 
use of cosmetic. Women blacken their 
teeth and keep them so as long as 
their husbands are alive. In the Ce- 
lestial Empire the catalogue of per- 
fumery is very limited. Musk is their 
favorite perfume, which is very nat- 
ural as they supply the world with 
that article. Sandal wood, patchouly, 
and asafoetida complete the list. Soap 
is not made in China but the Chinese 
belles are not opposed to cosmetics. 
At night they bedaub their faces with 


_ tea-oil and rice flour which is carefully 


removed in the morning. Then they 
use a white powder, carmine on the 
cheeks, lips, nostrils, and tip of the 
tongue, then another sprinkle of rice 
powder to soften the effect. They also 
make a cold cream from a fruit called 
Lung-ju-en. 

The same customs and habits pre- 
vail in Japan that we have mentioned 
in China. 

In the beginning I said that the 
higher the civilization the more lavish 
the use of cosmetics, but we also find 
it used in a cruder form in all un- 
civilized tribes. I will hastily cite a 


few of «the peculiar habits of the 
savage. But few of us have failed to 
see the glaring and grotesque colors

applied by* the Red Man to his phys- 


jognomy to render him attractive to 


his squaw or terrible to his foe. In 
Africa we find whole tribes anointing 
themselves with a greasy coating, and 
no Parisian takes more pleasure in 
compliments than one of these women 
when told she looks “fat and shiny.” 
They accomplish this result by using 
cocoa-nut oil, palm oil, and a butter 
called ce. In one province of Africa 
the bridegroom is pasted over with a 
putty paste called Tola pomatum. The 
bride undergoes the same treatment 
except that the face is covered with 
a white powder, a symbol of Purity. 
What a contrast to our orange blos- 
som wreath! 

The Dinkas Tribes dye their hair 
red. The Griquas smear themselves 
with grease and red ochre, while the 
hair is anointed with a blue pomatum 
made of mica. Dr. Livingstone says 
the particles of shining mica falling 
on the body are thought highly orna- 
mental and the mixture of colors very 
attractive. 

Javanese women have a yellow com- 
plexion which is a constant theme of 
their poets, who praise the golden 
hue. Admiral Dumont d’Urville says 
they have recourse to yellow cos-_ 
metics to keep.up the brilliancy of 
the tint in the same way as rouge and 
white are used here. This same tribe 
blacken their teeth and ridicule the 
white race for the whiteness of theirs, 
which, according to their opinion, 
makes them look like monkeys. 

Among the Australian and Polyne- — 
Sian races tattooing ranks among the 
chief personal adornments and might 
be called an indelible form of cosmétic. 
This is only practiced by the upper 
class. A slave is positively forbidden 
to indulge in tattooing. Let us con- 
clude our glimpses on cosmetics by a 
few words on the habits of our North 
American Indian. From accounts of 
visitors and travelers who have vis- 
ited the Redskins, no dowager of old, 
rougeing and painting for ball or ban- 
quet has ever spent more time at her 
toilet than a Sioux or Pawnee getting 
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the face up for an excursion, either 
warlike or peaceful. 

Dr. Murry, speaking of the son of a 
chief, says he never saw any dandy to 
equal him for vanity. He usually com- 


menced his toilet at eight in the morn-. 


ing and it was not concluded until a 


late hour. After having greased his 
whole person with fat to serve as a 
ground for the paint, and drawn a few 
streaks on his head and body, he kept 
looking at himself in a bit of mirror 
he carried with him, and altering the 
lines until it happened to please him. 


The cosmetic art of the present day, 


uses the practical application of the 


advanced .science, rational processes’ 


and reliable ingredients in the manu- 


facture, where in the past chance 


prejudice, ignorance and often super- 
stition were evoked. The hardest ob- 
stacle we have to overcome is the. 
secret beauty preparations. Many such 
are compounded in ignorance of the 
properties and action of the ingre- 
dients used. Quite frequently these 
ingredients are directly incompatible 
among themselves, and often which is 
the most to be deplored—they are di- 
rectly injurious. Few of the custo- 
mers are in a position to make a posi- 
tive criticism, and another fact to be 
ereatly deplored, human vanity is 
great on concealing any body defects. 


The more positive that serious science . 


says a defect incurable, the more em- 
phatic a cosmetic practitioner em- 
phasizes his ability. 

Dr. Wiley says that powders are 
not specifically injurious if properly 
prepared under sanitary conditions ex- 
cept when used continuously without 
proper massaging and cleaning. The 
pores may become clogged and erup- 
tions follow. Powders usually consist 
principally of talcum, a little starch, 
calcium carbonate, or zinc oxide, boric 
acid, and agreeably scented. The dif- 
ference in powders depends almost 


entirely on the degree of fineness of 
the ingredients. | 


The following is a plating and mi- 


croscopical test on powders received 


from many sources and will be ex- 
planatory:

We have quoted several satirist lines 
from the ancients. Let me close my 
paper with scientific facts. In St. Paul 
the chief of the food and drug labo- 
ratory wrote regarding a poisonous 
bleaching cream on the market (not 
sold in California) : “A person was using 
this commodity and her face became 


much inflamed, with the result that she 


consulted a physician. The physician 
considered it a very serious matter and 
he prescribed an ointment. of iodid of 


potash. The iodid of potash coming 


in contact with the mercurial com- 
pound, produced a bright vermillion 


‘red, and the face of the woman turned 


a boiled lobster-like color. That an- 


noyed the woman very much, and she 


hied herself to another physician to 
help her out of her dilemma. He pre- 
scribed sulphur ointment. That coming 
in contact with the mercury of course 
turned her black. Nothing was done 
with the beauty preparation except to 
compel the manufacturer to remove 
the words “absolutely harmless.” 


The best cosmetic is right living, a 
good constitution and plenty of exer- 
cise and a good greasy or non-greasy 
cream, depending upon the individual 
skin, removed with a-plenty of water 
and a good neutral soap, followed with 
a thorough massage. The cream soft- 
ens the skin but removing the wrinkles 
and keeping the face smooth is almost 
entirely dependent on the massage, cold 
water, fresh air and exercise.

A. Recipe Book will contain formulas 
for Soda Fountain Syrups, Flavorings, 
Ices, Ice Creams, etc., etc. The sub- 
ject has been referred to a sub-com- 
mittee of which Mr. Gray, Chicago, 
contributes the following formulas, 
accompanied with the comments: 
“The formulas are the result of long 
experience with high-grade trade. 
They have been thoroughly tried and 
I can guarantee that they will give 
the utmost satisfaction.” 

It will be noticed that in the con- 
tributed formulas the quantity. of 
some of the solids, such as sugar 
and fruits, are not given by weight 
but by volume, namely in mils. This 
procedure is also followed in other 
recipes, especially in cook books.

SOFT DRINK FORMULAS. 


The Bureau of Chemistry of the 
U. S$. Department of Agriculture has 
recommended the use of starch sugar, 
starch syrup, maltose syrup and honey 
as substitutes for sugar in the making 
and sweetening of soft drinks. “Taste 
Juries” have found that these sub- 
stitutes are entirely satisfactory. 


SOME SERVICE RULES. 


1. Do not serve a soda or sundae 
with the spoon sticking in it. 

2. When serving a soda or sun- 
dae, lay a neatly folded napkin at the 
right of the dish and, on this, place 
a clean, dry, polished spoon. 

3. Serve a glass of water to every 
customer who purchases a confection 
containing ice cream—also with all 
luncheonette dishes. 

4. Serve all liquid drinks with the 
handle turned to the right. 

5. Serve ice cream sodas, etc., with 
the handle turned to the lett. —Drug- 
gists’ Circular.

ITALIAN CHEMISTRY. 


Before the war the chemical indus- 
tries of Italy were almost completely 


subordinated to the large German im- 


portation, which amounted in value to 
approximately 200,000,000 lire per an- 
num. But with the closing of the Ger- 
man market chemical concerns were 
started in Italy. Among the many com- 
panies that have opened up may be 
mentioned the Society Solway, at Cas- 
tiglioncello, in Tuscany, for the manu- 
facture of soda, and the establishment 
at Piedimulera in Val d’Ossola for the 
production of caustic soda. At Cengio, 
around the nucleus of the existing firms 
manufacturing explosives, there have 
arisen large works for the manufacture 


of phenic acid and of explosives. At 


Legnano there has developed the manu- 
facture of ammonium nitrate and ex- 
tensive plants for the production of 
nitric acid. Moreover, in many places 
the distillation of tar and the production 
of benzol have been started. Various 
Italian factories have also begun making 
artificial colors with sulphur, and a 
remarkable advance has been made in 
the pharmaceutical field.

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MARKET LETTER. 
By F. W. Dessel. 


Since our last letter there have been 
no very radical changes in the drug 
market. The transportation question 
is still a factor of importance on the 
prices. The embargo placed by the 
British and Dutch Governments has 
caused a material stiffening of prices 


in many of the crude drugs, such as 


balsams, aloes, caffeine, calabar beans, 
coca leaves, cubebs and many others 
of the crude drugs. The cinchona 
and quinine perhaps lead all of the 
advances in speculative upward jump. 
The quinine situation is particularly 
bad, as it comes at a time when the 
Government placed an enormous order 
for the drug. The embargo at the 
Dutch East. Indies is still operated, 
so far as can be learned. Narcotics 
are generally lower because of the 
increasing importation of opium, 
which is now selling from $24 to $25 
a pound. Morphine and codeine have 
been proportionately lowered. Co- 
caine, however, is still high. Alcohol 
is being shipped in considerable quan- 
tity to foreign countries, notably 
Switzerland. Menthol shows an in- 
crease, due to curtailment of the pro- 
duction in Japan. Quotations are now 
about $3.50 a pound. Several of the 
volatile oils have increased in price. 
The old saying, “Everything which 


‘goes up must come down,” may be 


true; but it will offer the pharmacist 
of the present day very little consola- 
tion. Higher prices seem to be the 
order of the day in most of our lines. 


HEALTH CONSERVATION A 
WAR-TIME NECESSITY. 


So many physicians have entered 
the Army and Navy service that it 
is becoming increasingly difficult for 
those who have the civilian population 
under their care to give them proper 
attention. The prevention of many 
diseases by prophylactic measures is 
therefore assuming greater propor- 
tions each day as the war continues. 
Smallpox and typhoid fever have been 
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practically eliminated as army dis- 
eases, simply because their prophylac- 
tic treatment has been made a routine 
procedure. ‘Typhoid can be eliminated 
from the civil population just as it 
has been eliminated in the Army, and 
it is the duty of the physician to sug- 
gest to his patients that they protect 
themselves against epidemics of dis- 
ease which can be avoided by proper 
prophylactic measures. In these days 


when every individual is needed to 


carry on the work of the large fac- 
tories which are supplying our troops 
with the sinews of war, there should 
be as little sickness as possible, not 
only because the production of war 
materials is retarded when _ skilled 
workers are unable to discharge their 
duties, but because it is fundamentally 
wrong to take up space in our hos- 
pitals and the time and energy of 
nurses and physicians with cases of 
diseases that can be prevented. 


The time factor is an important one 
just now, and those _ prophylactic 
agents which bring about immunity 
in the quickest possible time and with 
the least loss of energy should be 
given preference. It is fortunate there- 
fore to have at hand sensitized bac- 
terial vaccines which, according to 
Besredka and other authorities who 
have confirmed his findings, bring 
about an extremely rapid immunizing 
response—the immunity beginning 
twenty-four to forty-eight hours after 
the injection of the serobacterin. In 
the case of ordinary bacterins the im- 
munity does not begin so rapidly and 
local and general reactions are ‘more 
severe and prolonged. The value of 
typhoid immunization with a bacterial 


vaccine composed of a suspension of 


killed typhoid bacilli in physiological 
salt solution is unquestioned. The 
ereater rapidity of bringing about 
immunity by using the sensitized vac- 
cine or typho-serobacterin gives the 
latter product preference, especially at 


this time. 


It is also particularly timely to 
mention that many sufferers from hay 
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fever have been able to remain at 
their posts because of prompt prophy- 
lactic immunization with Hay Fever 
Pollen Extracts. The time for im- 
munizing fall hay fever sufferers is at 
hand.

SCIENCE NOTES. 


Barium dioxide is now used in the 
place of potassium permanganate for 
liberating formaldehyde gas. For the 
process of disinfection the Navy 
makes use of the following formula: 
Barium dioxide, % pound; solution of 
formaldehyde (U.S.P.), 1 pint. This 
would be sufficient to disinfect 1000 
cubic feet of space. 


The two causes for loss of potency 
in smallpox vaccine are given by the 
State Board of Health. The first of 
these is the tendency of a given strain 
of the organism to run down after 
continued passage from calf to calf. 
Secondly it has been found that glyc- 
erine, which is_ slightly alkaline, 
quickly destroys the virus; therefore, 
the glycerine should be absolutely 
neutral. Further, vaccine should be 
kept on ice if the potency is to be 
retained. 


Sugar is a fairly good antiseptic, 
and in many instances it has been 
used in a form of powder for dress- 
ings or in_ solutions for washing 
wounds. It is well known in the pre- 
serving of fruits that solutions of 
more than 20% are quite capable of 
preventing fermentation. 


The light of the firefly and glow- 
worm is due to a ferment called lu- 
ciferase: An albuminous body called 
luciferin is oxidized by this ferment, 
and produces a white light at a very 
low temperature.

BOOK REVIEWS. 


The Year-Book of Pharmacy, Ma- 
teria Medica and Chemistry; and the 
Transactions of the British Pharma- 
ceutical Conference at its Fifty-Fourth 
Annual Meeting, published by J. & A. 
Churchill, 7 Great Marlborough Street, 
London. 

This little volume represents, in 
short, the activities of pharmacists in 
the British Empire for the year 1916, 
from July 1, 1916, to July 1, 1917. 
It contains brief abstracts of the more 
important pharmaceutical literature 
published within the Empire during 
this period. Many of the papers were 
valuable, represent high-class 
work. The papers dealing with animal 
products were particularly good, and 
some of them had a direct bearing 
upon the present food problems and 
difficulties arising from war condi- 
tions. The entire field of pharmacy 
and chemistry has been touched upon 
by these papers, many of which are 
creditable contributions to the litera-_ 
ture on this subject. Part of the book 
is devoted to notes and formulae, 
which are interesting and valuable. 
In part of the book the transactions 
of the British Pharmaceutical Confer- 
ence held in London in July, 1917, was 
given. In glancing hurriedly over the 
proceedings of the Conference, it was 
interesting to note that conditions 
brought about by the war were upper- 
most in the minds of the pharmacists. 

Those who are interested in British 
Pharmaceutical work will find this 
little volume a valuable résumé of the 
subject. 
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The Year-Book of the American 
Pharmaceutical Association 1916, Vol. 
5, published by the American Phar- 
maceutical Association, 1918. 

This is the fifty-ninth annual report 
on the progress of pharmacy in the 
United States. It contains also the 
constitution and by-laws, and the roll 
of members. It corresponds to vol- 
ume sixty-four of the former pro- 
ceedings of the A, Ph. A. The book 
is very well made and contains over 


five hundred pages of important data, 
pertaining to Pharmacy. 

Among other things of interest it 
contains a large number of the new 
remedies and. trade-named prepara- 
tions. These will be found interesting 
and useful for the average pharma-. 
cist. It is interesting to note that 
drug cultivation is more prominently 
considered than in previous reports. 
The book is distributed free to mem- 
bers of the American Pharmaceutical 
Association. Pharmacists, who are in- 
terested in keeping up-to-date will 
find it a handy reference book. 


Proceedings of American Confer- 
ence of Pharmaceutical Faculties, re- 
porting the activities of the Ejigh- 
teenth Annual Meeting. This is an 
important volume, representing about 
two hundred and fifty pages, giving 
in detail the full proceedings of the 
Association. It contains much inter- 
esting data pertaining to the school 
of the Conference as well as much 
discussion, looking toward a better- 
ment of the educational status of the 
pharmacist. It will be found very 
interesting and valuable. to those who 


are interested in pharmaceutical edu- 
cation.

UNWARRANTED POSSESSION 
OF DRUG BY ANYONE IN 
MILITARY SERVICE CALLS 
FOR COURT-MARTIAL. 


A. drastic regulation designed to 
stamp out the drug evil in the United 
States army has been approved by 
the War Department as a part of a 
campaign to eradicate the habit-form- 
ing drugs. 

By the order just issued it is pro- 
vided that the possession of such a 
drug by any person subject to mili- 
tary law, unless ordered by a medical 
officer, will be considered prejudicial 
to military discipline, and the person 
so offending will be court-martialed 
for violation of the ninety-sixth arti- 
cle of war. eas 

Examination of the men called in 
the draft has shown that an unex- 
pected percentage are addicted to use 
of drugs in some form, and it is the 
purpose of the War Department to 
remedy this condition as rapidly as 
possible-——Jour.

ESTIMATIONS OF MINUTE 
QUANTITIES OF EPINEPHRIN 
HYPODERMIC TABLETS. 


(By Torald Sollmann.) 


The chemical assay of such tablets 
is apt to be unsatisfactory, partly be- 
cause of the small quantities involved, 
but mainly because the color-reactions 
of epinephrin are not always reliable 
in the presence of other substances. 

A biologic assay is much more 
rapid, and possesses very fair accu- 
racy. The most suitable quantitative 
method for this purpose consists in 
the intracutaneous injection of a di- 
lute solution into the skin of the hu- 
man forearm. The quantity of epine- 


phrin is judged by the extent, inten-— 


sity and duration of the blanching, 
as compared with the effects ‘of a 
known solution, injected at the same 
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time. If the solution contains an 
anesthetic, the. quantity of epinephrin 
may also be judged by the duration 
of the anesthesia. This is a_ useful 
check on the blanching. 

The solution should be very dilute. 
In my experiments I employed a dilu- 
tion of epinephrin of 1:800,000. This 
was easily distinguishable from a di- 
lution of 1:1,600000. Other skins 
may do-better with somewhat different 
concentrations. ‘The dilutions should 
be made with a boiled 1 per cent. 
solution of sodium chloride. | 
The method of injection is simple. 
One or 2 c.c. are drawn into a Luer 
syringe, having a very fine needle. 
The skin of the inner surface of the 
forearm is cleansed with a pledget of 
cotton moistened with alcohol. The 
point of the needle is thrust into, not 
under, the skin, holding the needle at 
a very slight angle. Enough of the 
solution (about 0.2 to 0.4 c.c.) is in- 
jected to raise a wheal of about 7 
mm, diameter—the exact quantity or 
size of the wheals is not very impor- 
tant, if all are made nearly alike. 
Three injections are made of each so- 
lution, across the arm. The next so- 
lution is then injected in the same 
manner, about an inch distant. The 
sensation is tested with a bit of cot- 
ton, twisted to a point. A sketch is 
made of the area of blanching. The 
observations are repeated at intervals 
first of 5 minutes, later of 10, 20 and 
30 minutes, until a fair comparison 
is secured. It is advisable to make 
one of the best solutions of the 
same strength as the sample to be 
tested, and another of one-half this 
strength. 

The injections are practically pain- 
less, but the skin may remain slightly 
swollen and hardened for some days.
